For it can hardly 
be doubted that another retreat by the Supreme Court 
from the defense of the Constitution, coming at such a 
time as the present and on so clear-cut a question of demo- 
cratic rights, will further embolden those who are now 
striving to undermine and destroy the Constitution. 

The McCarthyites would certainly take comfort from 
such a retreat, i read into it a guarantee of suceess for 
their efforts to nullify the First, and other Amend- 
ments. And it is well to remember that it is they—the dollar- 
grubbing crooks and demagogues spearheading the giant 
trusts’ drive to fascism—who desire our country’s democratic 
institutions and traditions to be discredited.
